There will be a snspensinn of navi- 
gation out of Pittsburgh by Monday, 
as the wickets in DaTil Island Ham 
caused an awful shrinkage in the water 
below that point. 

A chair-full crowd of rowdies from 
East Liverpool, 0.,out Sunday on an 
excursion from that plaoe on the barge 

Annie P. Roberts, towed by the R. L. 
Aubrey, threw over 100 Ohairi Into the 
river at points between Bast Liverpool 
and Steubenvllle. There was, however, 
no great disorder on the boat. 

The law now calls for a low water 
safety alarm bell to be placed on all 
engines, and of such a type capable of 
being tested easy by the Chief Inspec- 
tor, and shall be connected with the 
boiler In such a manner that It will 
give the alarm when there Is not less 
than two inches of water over the high- 
est point of the tubes or crown-sheets. 

It Is well known among pleasure 
travelers that the pilot-house Is the 
most delightful place on a steamboat 
from which to view the passing scenery, 
and no valid reason can he given for 
keeping passengers out of the pilot- 
house any more than thai they ihonld 
be kept out of the engine-room, the 
deck-room or the clerk's otlice.
